THE WAY OUT. 

PLAN OF THE DEMOCEHACY. 

Special Dispatch to The Trivune, . 

Wasuincoton, D. C., May 20.—The bill intro- 

duced by Senator McDonald in the Senate to- 
day is the first recent indication that a plan as 
to final action has been formed dy the Demo- 
crats. That bill has been agreed upon by lead- 
ing Democrats: at private conferences as a 
measure upon which they will stand as a substi- 
tute for the political amendments to the Army 
bill. The Democrats pretend to bave knowl- 
edge that the President would sign this McDon- 
ald bill, in which event they would immediateiy 
pase the Army bill. As to the Legislative bill, 
the programme is understood to be, after the 
bill sball be vetoed, to pass the political 
features of it as separate bills. They then, 
with the possible exception of the jurors, 
test oath, will, of course, be vetoed. Then they 
will introduce the Legislative Appropriation 
bill, with a proviso that no money appropriated 
dy it shall be used for the payment of Deputy 
Marshals or Supervisors, and pass that bill 
This plan contemplates the passage of both 
bills, but will necessitate considerable delay, as 
it can scareely be executed before the middle 
of June. There is one difficulty in the way of 
the Democrats thus reaching their end of stop- 
ping the pay of Supervisors and Marshals, name- 
ly, that the appropriation for their services is 
made among the permanent appropriations, 
which Congress can only stop by a repeal of the 
laws containing them.

This movement was 
made by the Kepublicane because Warner had 
manifestly broken his agreement in declining to 
permit a vote to be taken upon the Fort amend- 
ment. Warner, however, insisted that he 
NEVER HAD MADE ANY AGREEMENT. 
The vote was taken. The result was that the 
House, by the very scanty majority of four votes, 
—the vote being 112 yeas to116 nays,—refused to 
table it. The Republicans, almost withous ex- 
exception, voted to table. Warner was then 
triumphant, and was about to force his measure 
through the House under the whip and spur, 
when he encountered an unexpected obstacle. 
The Republicans, outraged at so flagrant a 
breach of faith, gave notice that unless they 
were allowed to vote upon the Fort amendment 
they shouid refuse to vote at all, and thus leave 
the House without a quorum. Warner insisted 
in his unfair and foolish course. The result was 
that ‘ 


THERE WAS NO QUORUM, 
and that he was finally forced by his own side 
to ‘permit the Fort amendment to be voted 
upon. This amendment authorized full and 
free coinage, upon the condition, however, that 
the bullion could be deposited at its actual mar- 
ket-value, not exceeding par, and to receive in 
payment standard silver dollars. The Fort 
amendment was rejected by a vote of 105 yeas | 
to 118 nays. This‘was a veculiar vote. While 
some of the silver men voted for it, a consider- 
able number of the gold men opposed it: on 
the ground, evidently, that they feared it would 
strengthen the bill, and, if incorporated in it, 
micht result in the passage of the bill.

THE DARIEN CONGRESS. 
COMMANDER SELFRIDGES. 
By Cavle to the New York Herald. 
Panis, May 20.—The International Congress 


for discussing the projects submitted for the 
construction of an Inter-Oceanie Canal across 
the American isthmus held another sitting to- 
day. The Committee on Technique continues 
to be the centre of interest. This morn- 
ing Selfridge was heard again 
in explanation of his plans of the Napipi route. 
He deacribed in detail the work required to 
carry ont this plan, and called attention to its 
advantages. The route adyocated by Com- 
mander Selfridge is by way of the Atrate River 
to its junction with the Napipi, and 
THENCE BY A CANAL 
to the Gulf of Panama. Commander Selfridge 
stated that the navigation of the Atrato was 
good for a distance of 150 miles; re- 
quiring no improvement up to a point 
one mile below the mouth of the 
Napivi. The canal from this point would be 
through the Napipi Valley to Cupica Bay. The 
water for the canal would be drawn entirely 
from the Napipi River, which, at the summit- 
level, would include also its two pal trib- 
utaries, the Mevrindo and the Vornado Rivers, 
Commander Selfridge then referred to 
THE LABOR 
which would hare to be given on the excavation 
of the canal. The artificial cut, he said, would 
be twenty-eight miles in length. Of this 
twenty-two miles would be over 2 
plain, three miles of moderate cutting, aud 
three miles of tunneiing, this to be 112 feet 
high, and sixty feet wide, leaving eighty-seven 
feet in the clear above the water surface. Com- 
mandér Selfridge estimated the cost of carrying 
out the Napipi project at $99,986,052. 
CHIEF-ENGINEER MENOCAL 
then laid before the Committee on Tcchnique 
plans and estimates for a canal across the isth- 
mus,—the Cbhagres route. He said, on the 
arrival of the United States surveying 
expedition at Aspinwall, the first point 
considered was whether a canal withont 
fokes, that i 2 canal et sea 
level, was practicable. Such a canal, they de- 
cided, would necessarily have to be the ultimate 
drain of a large basin, extending between Aspin- 
wall and Panama, and the recipient of the 
Chagres, Gatusa, the Obispo, the Primedad, and 
the Rio Grande Rivers, besides smaller confiu- 
ents. The River Chagres would have to be 
received into the canal with a fall of 
forty-six feet during the dry season, and of 
seventy-cight feet at times of flood, with a 
depth of water of thirty-two feet or more on 
the top of the dam. Ihe great objection to 
the bed of the Chacres had been found 
to be in the fact, therefore, that the required 
elevation could not be kept, as during the rainy 
season the river rises too rapidly and too high, 
and dams, which would take years to constract, 
might be 
DESTROYED IN A SINGLE NIGHT. 

After mature deliberation it had been de- 
cided to abandon the plan of a canal on the sea- 
level, and investigations had been dirécted to- 
ward the location of a canal with locks that 
would cross the Chagres by means of a via- 
duct, under which the river would bave- full 
flow. It was found that an ample supply of 
water could be obtained from the 2 dy an 
aqueduct ten miles in lengtb. e sum- 
mit level of the canal had to be 
fixed at 124 feet above the level of 
the and twelye locks were neces- 
sary on cither side to overcome that elevation. 
On the Pacific slope the locks would have to be 
located from a mile to two and a half miles 
apart until the level of the swamp of the 
Rio Grande is reached. At that point 
the level of the canal would go down to the 
level of tidewater, and continue so until it ap- 
proaches the seaboard of Panama, where it 
would be necessary to construct two tide- 
locks of ten feet lift each, 80 
that a vessel enn go in and 
out during any state of the tide. This canal, as 
proposed, Mr. Menocal went on to show, would 
be perfectly free from surface dratvage, for 
which ample provision would have to be made. 
The length of the proposed canal, from 
Matachin to Panama, would be fifteen miles, 
and from Matachin to Aspinwall twenty-six 
miles, makmg the entire length of the canal 
forty-one miles.

_ OVERFLOW OF THE DANUBB.

“Saratoga, N. T., May 20.—The first business 
before the Presbyterian General Assembly was 
the reading of the report of the Board of Home 
Missions, which shows thai there are 1,202 mis- 
sionaries engaged in the work, all of whom 
have prosecuted their labors with marked suc- 
cess. During the past year ten missionaries 
died. Twelve hundred and two ministers 
preached at stated intervals in not less than 
8,500 places. In 1878 and 1879 there were or- 
ganized 264 Sunday-schools, which now have 
ander their care 111,881 pupils. Many revivais 
have been enjoyed. The Board reports the or- 
ganization of 136 churches, an increase in mem- 
bership of 10,872, of whom 608 were by letter, 
and 6,791 om profesmon of faith. Financially, 
the year had been one of hardship to contribu- 
tors and missionaries. The long-continued 
financial distress in the country had led to wide 
spread discouragements. The recepts, while 25 
per cent less than the amount called, were 
$17,366 in exceas of 1877 and 1875. 

The report discusses questions of sustentation 
to freedmen, who, it thinks, should be in charge 
of society, women’s work, schools, immigra- 
tion, and the duty of the church. Women’s 
work is es ly commended. 

The total number of communicants fn charches 
under the control of the Board is 66,415; aggre- 
gate of congregations,’ 107,781; baptisms of 
adults during the year, 2,088; baptisms of in- 
fants, 3,602; number of Sunday-schools, 1,157; 
number of church edifices, 1,052; value of same, 

; number built during the year, 
91; value, $289,250; number repaired and 
enlarged, 175; amount of church debts 
canceled, $127,192; number of self-sustaining 
churehés, 56; number of parsonages, 192; value, 
$247,987; total receipts for the year, $292,559, 
of which $47,212 was in legacies, 960 of a 
miscellaneous and special character, $6,952 from 
ladies’ societies, $16,404 on account of sustenta- 
tion, and $199,054 from Synods.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

The bill now before Congress, and known 
as the Wanner bill, relating to silver coin- 
age, undertakes to do too much, and is there- 
fore likely to fail. If it pass the House at 
all, it will obtain but a small majority, 
and it is questionable whether it can pass 
the Senate under any circumstances, The 
certainty of a Presidential veto excludes all 
possibility of any change in the existing law 
at the present time. It is perhaps as well that 
further legislation on this question shall be 
delayed for some time, as there are serious 
and important changes going on in other 
countries on the subject of silver. The act 
of 1878 has been vindicated by the results. 
It has saved the country from contracts for 
the future which might hereafter prove most 
calamitous. Had not the Silver bill 
passed, it is not likely that the country could 
have resumed specie payments on an exclu- 
sively gold basis. By the act of 1878 the 
United States reserved the right to pay all 
its debts in silver or gold at its option. All 
the new 5 per cents and all the 4 per cents 
are by special contract payable in silver or 
gold at the option of the Government. The 
principle of bi-metallism, or the great benefit 
of bi-metallism, was thus retained as it had 
existed from 1792 to 1873. It is not neces- 
sary that gold and silver shall be in general 
circulation ; in countries where all transac- 
tions are based upon metallic money, and 
where specie payments are in operation, pa- 
per money constitutes the bulk of 
the general currency, the coin remain- 
ing on deposit. Specie payments do not 
mean the actual transfer of coin in 
business transactions; it does mean, how- 
ever, that the coin can be had on demand, 
whenever it is needed, in exchange for the 
paper. The silver dollars, therefore, on de- 
posit in the Treasury answer all the purposes 
of maintaining specie payments that are 
served by the deposit of an equal sum in 
gold coin. 

When the bill of 1878 was passed the out- 
cry against silver was general, not only in 
this country but in Europe. The finan- 
ciers and the money-lenders saw in the de- 
monetization of silver an opportunity for 
the rise in value of the gold so soon as it 
was made the exclusive money of the world, 
and a consequent addition to the value of all 
their investments in the form of the outstand- 
ing indebtedness of nations and individuals. 
The demand, then, was for an universal 
demonetization of silver, and foremost and 
conspicnous in this effort were the financiers 
of England. London was expected to be 
come the great market for gold. The debtor 
nations of the world were expected to send 
their gold to London in payment of debts 
and interest. The act of 1878 was a protest 
against and a refusal on the part of the 
United States against this demonetization 
of one-half the metallic money of the world, 
and in that sense, if no other, it was timely 
and wise. In that act the United States pro- 
vided for an international conference on the 
subject, with a view of taking such action 
as would preserve silver as one of the moneys 
of the world. The result of that conference 
is known. England refused to participate 
except in an advisory way, and her full in- 
fluence was given against silver. 

Within less than a year since that confer- 
ence in Paris a great change has taken place 
in Europe, and especially in England, on this 
subject. The attempted general demonetisa- 
tion of silver has wrought ruin; the silver- 
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ened demonetization of that metal has fallen 
upon both countries, and made the subject 
of bi-metallism a living and a direct one in 
England. 


ancy or through another conference, con- 
cerning the adoption of a general bi-metallic 
staudard. The other nations of Europe 
will probably respond favorably. Germany 
has yet a large stock of silver to dispose of, 
and, though she has but recently demonetized 
silver, it is likely that she will co-operate in 
any general measute for restoring silver to 
its ordinary relative value with gold, Ger- 
many has had a costly experience in the 
matter of demohetizing silver, and wilt 
gladly unite in any measure that will miti- 
gate the consequences of thot most unfortu- 
nate act. 

The discussions in this country of the last 
three years on the relative advantages of 
mono-metallism and bi-metallism have beea 
repeated in Europe from commercial as well 
as scientific standpoints, and the result has 
been overwhelmingly established that greater 
stability can be given and secured to both 
metals under the bi-metallic system than can 
be hoped for when one meta! is the exclusive 
standard. Oertain important points are now 
universally conceded, and among these are: 
(1) That the supply of gold is wholly in- 
adequate to the needs of mankind for metallic 
money. (2) That the supply of both metals 
is not in excess of the needs of the ever- 
growing and expanding commerce of man- 
kind. (3) That the fluctuations for any cause 
in the value of either metal can only be 
and always will be corrected by the presence 
and general use of the other. If gold be- 
come scarce and consequently dearer, silver 
will take its place as an equivalent according 
to the general standard, and gold will drop 
out of use until the equilibrium be re-estab- 
lished. So with silver. With an interna- 
tional standard of 155 or 16 of silver tol 
of gold, there can be no serious disturb- 
ances; the one metal will only purchase the 
other in that proportion wherever it is taken, 
and if either gets more costly than in these 
proportions, the cheaper metal will, for the 
time, supply che deficit in the other, 

In view of the hopefal promise of an in- 
ternational agreement placing silver and gold 
on a relative standard or value as money, 
and thus providing for a coinage of equiva- 
lent values and denominations, it is as well 
perhaps that the Waznze Silver bill shall 
lay over until next winter, and then be con- 
sidered in the light of what may take place 
in the meantime. 
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THE RAID ON THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 

Since the miners’ project of invading the 
reservation at the Black Hills in 1872 was 
snuffed out by the Presidential proclamation, 
and such dispesition of the Government 
forces ag assured the capture of every ad- 
venturer who made the attempt, there has 
been no similar movement of such dangerous 
magnitade, or that has excited so much ap- 
prehension at Washington and throughout 
the country, as the late scheme for migration 
into the Indian Territory. Southwestern 
Kansas has been filling up with settlers dur- 
ing the last twelve months at an unpre- 
cedented rate. The cattle ranges have come 
to be none too large for the rapidly-incroas- 
ing herds, and it is perhaps not to be won- 
dered at that the people began to cast long- 
ing eyes upon the fertile and unused lands 
over the border. | 

The Indian Territory, as designated by the 
Peace Commissioners appointed under act 
of Congress, July 20, 1867, is an extensive 
district, bounded on the east by Missouri 
and Arkansas, on the south by Texas, on 
the west by the 100th meridian of 
longitude, and on the north by Kansas. The 
eastern and southeastern portions are occu- 
pied by the five nations of Cherokees, Choo. 
taws, Chicasaws, Oreeks, and Seminoles, who 
were removed from Georgia, Tennessee, 
North Carolina, Alabama, Florida, and Mis- 
sissippi, under treaties made nearly half a 
century ago. They brought with them the 
institution of negro slavery, which was ad- 
mirably adapted to their own patrician tastes 
and constitutional laziness, and in the Rebell- 
ion sided, for the most part, with the South, 
although they contributed two or three regi- 
ments to the Federal army, one of which was 
commanded by Col. Puttiaipps, lately mem- 
ber of Congress from Kansas. At the close 
of the War they were found to be in need of 
reconstruction, and in 1866 new treaties 
were made by them, under which the aboli- 
tion of slavery was agreed to, the 
tribal boundaries were somewhat changed, 
and portions of territory were ceded back 
to the United States for certain specific 
purposes, among which was a provision for 
the care of the enfranchished blacks. In 
the general result, about two-thirds of the 
total area of the Territory, covering the 
western and northwestern parts, were left 
in the hands of the Government for the 
location of other tribes of friendly Indians. 
When this was done, the lawless theory 
began to be broached that the Indian title to 
these lafids had become extinguished, and 
that they were opef to settlers. 

The first attempt to carry out this idea 
was made in 1871. The Cherokees, in addi- 
tion to their reservation of nearly 4,000,000 
acres in the northeastern part of the Terri- 
tory, owned a strip about fifty miles wide, 
extending westward along the Kansas line 
to the 100th meridian. To this strip they 
agreed to abandon all claim whenever the 
Government should locate other tribes upon 
it. In 1870.71 the Osages by treaty ex- 


At the present time on the Kansas border 
in the extreme northeastern corner of the 
Indian Territory is a little patch of land oo-

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peditions which only ceased a dozen years 
ago, may be excused for not holding their 
vested territorial rights in very high esteem, 
The Town of Arkansas Oity was laid out 
in 1870, on the Kansas border, just above the 
junction of the Arkansas and Walnut Rivers, 
with special reference to trading with the 
expected settlements in the Indian Territory. 
A railroad was projected from that place to 
a point in Western Texas, and in the guise of 
a bill for a military, postal, and commercial 
road the scheme was before Congress for 
several sessions seeking & right of way 
through the Indian Territory. It was finally 
given up, but Arkansas City has continued 
to be the headquarters of those who favored 
the emigration movement which has lately 
received a new impetus from the fact that a 
branch of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Road is being built to connect that place 
with Wichita. ; In this present attempt Col. 
L. ©. Omri, of Coffeeville, is apparent 
manager, though no end of railroad men, and 
stage-coach proprietors, and speculators gen- 
erally, are supposed to be back of him. 
About two months ago he began sending out 
circulars in ail directions inviting the forma- 
tion of colonies for settlement of the Indian 
Territory, but first the President issued a 
proclamation warning all men to keep away, 
and then Gen. Porz sent a detachment of 
soldiers down to picket the Kansas line, and 
so the thing was checked. The whole en- 
terprise is likely to end with the arrest and 
expulsion of the two or three hundred who 
have already passed over, with no probabili- 
ty that others will follow them either now 
or in the near future. This view is confirmed 
by the report of Col. C. H. Sur, of the 
Nineteenth Infantry, who was detailed to 
collect information on the subject, which was 
published in Tax Tarsunz of Sunday last. 


GENEVA LAKE AND ITS FISH. 

Three years ago this spring that Mr. N. K. 
Famnaxx, a piscatorial enthusiast, who com- 
bines knowledge with zeal, commenced stock. 
ing Geneva Lake with fish. Since that time 
he has planted in its beautiful waters 600,000 
brook trout, 1,500,000 whitefish, 2,000,000 
salmon trout, anda large number of wall- 
eyed pike. The pike have come to nothing, 
—a result hardly to be regretted, as they are 
plenty enough in every Western lake, and 
are so voracious that they thin out much 
better fish than they are themselves. The 
whitefish have done well, which is a matter 
for congratulation to the other fish, as they 
were plantedfor food, How keenly they are 
relished may be inferred from the fact that 
a salmon in the hatching-troughs an inch in 
length will go for a whitefish half an inch in 
length in a manner that means business, thus 
demonstrating that fish, like human beings, 
develop their total depravity ata very ten- 
der age. The brook tront have also done 
finely, though their numbers have been 
thinned out by small boys and remorseless 
hulks of men who scoop them out of the 
streams when they run up to spawn. These 
raids will be prevented, however, in the 
future, as Mr. Fareasanxk has purchased 
about 150 acres of territory through which 
the principal stream rans. The salmon 
trout. it is also believed, are doing well, 
though they are not often seen. Being 
more solid and sedate fish than their kin of 
the brook, and not so trivial or superficial as 
the pickerel and bass, whose delight it is to 
hug the shallows among the weeds, they 
seek the deep waters of the lake. 

The greatest triumph which Mr. Farrpayx 
has achieved, however, is with California 
salmon. In the fall of 1875 he conceived 
the idea that this luscious fish, one of the 
pluckiest, gamiest, most active, and hardy 
of the tribe, could be transplanted from 
„the region where rolls the Oregon and 
hears no sound save his own dash. 
ings,” into the calm waters of Gene- 
va Lake, and in time put in an 
appearance as fit for dinner as any of his 
sisters, his cousins, or his aunts” on the 
Pacifi¢ Slope. Sera Green, the veteran 
pisciologist, who was visiting him at the 
time, and whose success in the hatching- 
troughs is well known, sought to dissuade 
Mr. Faresanx from putting his idea into 
practical operation because. the salmon, 
especially of the California sort, was neither 
native nor to the manner born, His sugges- 
tion was to plant the lake trout who live and 
thrive in our Western waters. It was also 
urged as an objection that the salmon must 
have access to the sea; but this is not a 
necessity, as they have flourished in the 
land-locked lakes of Maine, though they are 
not so large or so good as those which have 
a runway to the sea. In connection with 
this subject a brief biography of the salmon 
may be of interest. When the rivers are 
swollen by the rain, the fish enter from the 
sea. As the cold weather comes on they 
deposit their spawn in furrows, which 
both sexes assist to make, impreg- 
nate them, and cover them with gravel. 
The process occupies about a fortnight, and 
the expectant parents then shed their scales 


and retire to the seclusion which the river 


grants. The eggs begin to be hatched in 
March, and the youthful salmon comes out 
of the gravel when about an inch in length 
and is known as a parr. 
stream about a year, during which time he 
grows about five inches in length and is 
known as a smolt. He then goes down to 
the sea, remains about two months, and re- 
turns to his river a grilse, weighing about 

four pounds. They spawn during the win- 
ter and then take the family name of sal- 
mon, with all that it implies. They contin- 
ue their journeys to the sea and return to 
the river, growing in weight by 4 constantly- 
increasing ratio, until some of them reach 


| as high as seventy pounds. The ordinary 


salmon of the market rarely weighs over 
twenty pounds, and most of the salmon 
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carpet-bagger, not too nice in his methods 
of obtaining power, nor too scrupulous in 
using it. He was able to maintain himself, 
however, by great celerity in the use of the 
revolver, after most of the other carpet-bag- 
gers had been driven from the State. His 
successful street-fight, in which he killed his 
man, is remembered to this day to his credit 
in Louisiana while his flagrant acts of of- 
ficial misconduct are forgotten.

Wirtz owes all the political 
preferment he has ever enjoyed to the votes 
of the ultra Bourbons. He was elected 
Mayor of New. Orleans, member af the Leg- 
islature, and Lieutenant-Governor by this 
faction. He was its candidate for Governor 
before the last State Convention as against 
NicHouis, and was nearly nominated then. 
He took the nomination for Lieutenant- 
Governor in order to preserve the organiza- 
tion of his wing of the party, while pretend- 
ing to promote harmony between the two 
wings; and he has been ever since. the elec- 
tion a thorn in the side of Niczoris and a 
relentless opponent of the Conservatives. 
It is significant of the success of his efforts 
that he should have been recently chosen to 
preside over the deliberations of the Con- 
stitutional Convention, though part of the 
large vote whieh he received for this 
office was unquestionably due to his 
reputation for impartiality and quickness as 
a presiding officer. Wirz formerly ran 
with the “‘masheen” in New Orleans, and 
still has the enthusiastic support of all the 
firemen, which in that city implies a good deal 
of work at the polls. WIr is, in short, a 
typical Southern-city politician as NIcROLAA 
is a typical Southern-gountry politician. 
The former is naturally ultra-Democratic and 
the latter naturally conservative-Democratic. 

Now, what does this ultra~-Democratic poli- 
tician say with reference to the causes of the 
exodus? He says it was brought about by 
bad advisers and designing emissaries, and 
that political troubles had nothing to do with 
it. My reply to all this,” said Gov.

It happens, fortunately for the cause of 
truth and justice, that we have the means of 
refuting Gov.

In 
St. Joseph and in Waterproof in Tensas 
Parish, or in Vidalia in Concordia Parish, 
orin Natchez, opposite Vidalia, it would be 
difficult to find a white man worthy of the 
name of gentleman who would deny that 
bulldozing had been the main cause of the 
exodus from those regions. It was no un- 
common thing to hear of planters who had 
put repeating rifles im the hands of their 
overseers and agents, and instructed them 
to protect the negroes against bulldoz- 
ers from the back counties. Nobody 
there would or could deny that bulldozing 
had bean common, and that it had frightened 
the negroes, and that they were moving off 
because they were frightened. The facts 
were too notorious. It is only when one 
gets many hundred miles away from the 
scenes of actual bloodshed, fresh in the mem- 
ories of all the inhabitants, that it 1s possible 
to find intelligent, well-meaning men like 
Gov. WIr who deny that the negroes are 
moving away partly on account of bull. 
dozing. At a distanoe it is difficult to collect 
the evidence, but on the ground everybody is 
a willing witness to the same effect. 

The Conservatives of Louisiana, and espe- 
cially Gov. Nicnows, are doing themselves 
and the people of their State a great injus- 
tice in refusing o speak out boldly 
as to the great wrongs that have 
been perpetrated upon the colored race, 
and the disastrous consequences that are 
flowing from them. The Governor made a 
personal examination of the alleged outrages 
at Waterproof in the Fami case, and re- 
ported on them fully. He knows that the 
negroes m that massacre’ were fearfully 
wronged. He has so stated, Why should 
he be unwilling to connect the massacre with 
the exodus from Tensas Parish? It is impos- 
sible that the two events should follow each 
other so closely and not be connected in the 
minds of the negroes and the whites. The 
New Orleans Times, a Democratic newspa- 
per, was bolder.

Bnglish literature 
is American literature, Men of letters are looked 
on sometimes as idle dilettanti persons, whose 
functions are chiefly to be caterers for amusement. 
One great public service they are certainly fullilll- 
ing at this moment. They are teaching two great 
nations, who ought to be the closest friends, to 
understand each other better. The Americans 
read our books, we read theirs; we share each 
othet’s thoughts and fnterests, and we discover 
how heartily at the bottom we are the same people. 
There is no jealousy between English and Amer- 
icam authors. When the Dean of Westmin- 
ster crosses. the Atlantic he is received as if 
the American people felt as much pride 
in him as we do. The ‘Heathen Chinee’ ig a 
household word wherever the English language is 
spoken, and it Mr. Baer Har had been hére 
this evening you would have shown him how 
warmly we appreciate the most delicate humor and 
pathos which is to be found in any modern writer. 
He could not be here, and you must accept the 
poor substitute of myself. I Wil say bat a very 
few words, and chiefly on the subject suggested by 
our disappointment. The Americans have shown 
a satisfactory desire to possess themselves of En- 
glish books and works of art. You, sir, and your 
distinguished brethren have no reason to complain 
of a want of appreciation. The most valued erna- 
ments of the dining-rooms of New York and Phil- 
adelphia are the works of our great living English 
artists.

BILL TO REPEAL. 

This morning Gray introduced a bill to repeal 
the famous Mortgage act which was signed by 
the Gvernor last week. This act has been pub- 
lished in full two or three times in Taz Tris- 
uns. It removes the power of sale from trust- 
deeds except under regular proceedings at law, 
the same as in ordinary mortgages. The result 
of this measure will be that many farmers will 
‘be unable to renew their loans, and will have to 
sacrifice their property to satisfy the holders of 
these claims, and those who borrow under the 
new act will have to pay from 2 to 
8 per cent more for their money. The 
farming population are beginning to see 
the effect of this measure, hence this effort to 
repeal the law. It will be seen, also, that the 
present General Assembly has been so long in 
session that the laws it passed last winter are 
beginning to be a little irksome, and hence they 
are now attempting to repeal their own laws.

Prior to 1869 the 
Glasgow Bank beld nearly all the stock and all 
but sixty-nine of the bonds of the Western 
Union Company, Mitchell went to Scotland in 
1869, and, on request, visited Alexander Stro- 
nach, the manager of the bank, and the Direct- 
ors of the bank then informed him that the 
road was sot paying interest, and 
asked him to take charge of i the 
road and run it in connection with what was 
then called the Milwaukee & St. Paul Road. It 
was finally agreed that the $560,000 of preferred 
stock should be canceled; that the $2,707,693 
of common stock should be increased to $4,000,- 
000, and that Mitchell and his associates should 
buy all this common stock, The bended debt, 
amounting to $4,000,000, sbould be reduced to 
$5,000,000, and not increased except by consent 
of three-fourths in interest of the stock and 
bond holders. The coupons due August, 1869, 
and February, 1870, were to be canceled, and the 


Directors were to be chosen, and Mitchell was 
to be President. The saving in expenses thus 
effected was to be used in improving 
the road. The agreement was carried out, ex- 
cept that Mitchell only bought one share over 
half of the stock, instead of the whole of ft. 
The road was then only 180 miles long, and in 
very poor condition, and had no connection with 
Chicago or Milwaukee, except by the Chicago & 
Northwestern Road, and had no through busi- 
ness. Immediate steps were then taken to put 
it in better order; a connection was made with 
Milwaukee over the Chicago, Muwaukee & St. 
Paul Road, and a short line of road from Port 
Byron to Port Byron Junction bought, which 
opened up a connection with Rock Island by run- 
ning seven miles over thelatter road. Theo 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Faul Road then 
OF agreement built a line from Sabula, on the 
ississ?ppi River opposite Savanna, to Marion, 
eighty-seven miles, and this branch has since 
been %perated in connection with the Western 
Union Road. in May.

Faul Road bought a majority of 
the stock and bonds of the Dubuque & South- 
western Railroad Company, extending fifty 
miles from Farley to Cedar Rapids, and thie 
line also was put under the management of the 
Western Union Road. In 1873 a brauch was 
run from the main track five miles to Hempton, 
Rock Island County, -where were some coal 
mines, thus helping to reduce the cost of the 
Company’s fuel, and also increasing its 
freight account. In order to get across 
the Mississippi at Savanna, approaches had to 
be constructed at acost of $48,000. The rela- 
tions between the Wesiern Union and Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Roads have always been 
triendlv, and it is claimed the former has haa 
the free use of portions of the latter road, and 
of 1 rates on freight by such con- 
nection. 

When Mitchel! took charge the Western Union 
Road had a cuntract with the Racine Warehouse 
& Dock Company by which it was bound to 
furnish the latter 2,500,000 oushels of grain an- 
nually for storage in its elevator, or pay one 
cent for each bushel not turnished, This 
contract expired in 1877, and the road 
was then required to purebase the elevator 
at an appraised value or renew the contract. 
The deficiency which had eccumuiated up to 
October, 1877, was $180,084.33, of which $135,- 
273.88 has been paid. ‘The elevator was ap- 
praised at $41,963.33 in January last. All the 
stock of the Dock Company is owned by the 
G! w Bank. All the income of the railroad 
has used in a proper manner toward pay- 
ing expenses or interest, and making improve- 
ments, and the improvements alone have cost 
$1,083,000, of which 000 bas been paid out 
of the earnings: The ‘roHing-stock, build- 
ings, etc.. are now in good condition, and suffi- 
cient for the transaction of its business with 
the cars furnished by the COhbica- 
go, Milwaukee & St. Paul Road 
without charge. i is no floating 
debt, except the $54,205 due on account of the 
Racine Warehouse & Dock Company to the 
Chicago. Milwaukee & St. Paul Road. All the 
debts are paid monthly, and the Company's 
basipess managed with the strictest economy. 
The Chicago & Northwestern Road crosses the 
Western Union at five places, and the competi- 
tion between the two roads is very sharp. The 
Western Union Road, bay of itself no con- 
nection with Chicago or Milwausee, could not 
alone earn enough to pay ite interest, but, 
operated as it now is, may soon be able to do 
so. The placing of the new road into the hands 
of a Receiver would break up ite connections 
and greatly diminish its revenue. All the 
above improvements and outlays were 
made with the knowledge and consent of 
the Directors of the Glasgow Bank, 
and annual accounts were sent to their repre- 
sentative, C. 8. Loresehe, and the result of such 
improvements has beeu to increuse the annual 
income 30 per cent. Since 1873 the net earnings 
bave been more than sufficient to par the inter- 
est, and would be so now Were it not that they 
had been used in necessary repairs. But no 
wore extensive repairs will be needed, and it is 
expected the interest will soon be — up. 
Before the failure of the Glasgow Bank the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Company re- 
peatedly advanced sums to meet the interest if 
the funds of the Company were not sufli- 
cient at the time for that purpose, but 
pow it does not feel authorized 
to do so without some definite arrangement. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul mood pals 
$1,500,000 of its common stock for the $3,001, 
000 of the stock of the Western Union Road, and 
it claims to be willing to forego its own debt 
until the intereat on the other roads is paid if it 
is permitted to retain control as bitherto.

HANGED,

Swan, Neb., May 20.—Orlando Cassler, the 
murderer of George L. Monroe, suffered the ex- 
treme penalty to-day. The prisoner had won- 
derful nerve, and mounted the scaffold accom- 
panied by his spiritual adviser, without: faiter- 
ing. Upon taking his place on the trap the 
warrant was read. Cassler spoke in a clear 
voice, saying he was about to die for a crime he 
never committed. He was sorry to die that 
way, but there appeared to be no hope for it. 
He could not say more, but hoped to meet his 
bearers in heaven. 

Cassler stood upon the trap, the finest look- 
ing man on the scaffold. He was dressed in a 
plain suit of clothes, and spoke without 4 tremor 
in his voice. 

It was the intention of the Sheriff to make 
the execution private, according to the law of 
the State, but an hour previous to the execution 
the mob rushed in, pushed aside the sworn dep- 
uties, and tore down the ſuclosure. The latter 
was built around a part of the jail, and arrange- 
ments made for the execution to be conducted 
therein. The mob tore down the inclostre in- 
side of five minutes, piling the boards outside. 
Several prominent citizens tried to prevent this 
overthrow, but were prevented by the mob, who 
were determined that the execution should be 
public. A crowd of over 3,000 was present.

town is situated about 130 miles south by a 
title east. of the Central Pacific Railroad, six 
miles from the Nevada State line. It is in a 
spur of the Sierra Nevadas, about twelve miles 
east of the main range, whose white and rugged 
summits are constantly in view, and is 9,000 feet 
above the sea level. Thirteen years ago it was 
smining camp of limited importance, before 
deep mining had been reduced to the exact 
science Which it is at the present day. ‘wo 
smell quartz mills were in existence, which were 
worked profitably upon ores from near the sur- 
face; but the surface-ores gave out, and the 
camp was entirely abandoned. Aurora, Nev., 
whichis twelve miles distant, upon the same 
mineral Delt, and which produced 630, 
000,000 fn a few years, was abandoned 
st about the same time. Aurora is the 
camp where Mark Twain performed his wonder- 
ful feats in mining, which he describes with so 
in “Roughing It.“ At one time 
it contained a population of 16,000 souis, with 
daily newspapers, banks, churches, and schools. 
A few years later but seventy-two people re- 
mained, and such of the houses as were not 
“packea” off to other and more prosperous 
camps were left to fall into decay. Bodie did 
not in the early days achieve such marked suc- 
cess us did.Aurora, and, indeed, was a town of 
inconsiderable proportions ; but such as it was it 
had disappeared at the renewal of mining opera- 
tions in 1877. 
THE RENAISSANCE. 
Daring the period of abandonment a few 
prospectors did a little work @ Bodie Bluff,— 
where the best mines are now located,—enough 
to pay expenses of living. Two Scandinavians 
were working what is now known as 
the Standard Mine. During ther absence 
one night, from defective work of some charac- 
ter, a cave Occurred. Upon visiting the scene 
of their labors the next morning they were dis- 
appointed to find the result of several weeks’ 
work utterly destroyed ; but upon further exam- 
ination they discovered that the cave had ex- 
posed a fine body of rich gold ore. A few 
months later they sold the mine to the present 
Standard Company for $67,500, and mining 
operations were commenced in earnest, 


The new company commenced to take out ore 


and had it milled at the Syndicate Mill, the 
only one left in the district. They soon bad 


enough money to pay the original purchase 


price of the mine and to put up a mill of their 
own, which they did at an expense of about 
$100,000, It is of twenty stamps capacity. They 
then commenced to declare dividends of $1 per 
share upon a capital stock of 50,000 shares, 
and for twenty-one months have not 
omitted to pay a dividend‘of a similar amount, 
ageregating $1,050,000 up to the 12th of May.

are found in a belt of porphyry, extend sev- 
eral miles north and south, With — l. 
tion of the Comstock, this porphyry belt is the 
most extensive of any ever found on the coast. 
A “ porphvry formation is a favorite one with 
miners, it being considered to guarantee depth. 


Outside of the porphyry, lava is the predom- 


inating feature, the country being essentially of 
a volcanic character. The fissures in which the 
veins are found extend nearly north and south 
among mipners—a 
distance of three or four miles, through four 
successive bilis,—aimost mountains,—commenc- 
with odie Biuff onthe north, followed by 
Silver Hill, Queen Bee Hill, and Sugar Loaf 
Mountain.

A short time i ade a pilgrimage to 
the mine, and was delighted with the trip, The 
route lay by the north and west shore of Mono 
Lake for several miles. This is one of the 
most ar bodies of water in the United 
States. Ido not know its exact dimensions, but 
should judge t to be about twenty miles in 
length byten in width. The water looks clear 
and clean, but is really a very strong alkali. 
Its strength is so great that it will turn a well- 
blacked pair of boots red in a very few min- 
utes. it will take out every particle of crease 
from a pair of engineer’s working breeches too 
quick.”

action. Along this range of voicanoes my com- 
panion and myself noticed that the side of one 
mountain glistened and sbone in a singular 
manner, and, as it was not far out of our way, 
we drove up to it.

formed by volcanic actions. The substance 
seemed to lack the strength of g and was 
mixed with lava. It rose very abruptly several 
hundred feet above the plain. This is nearly 
opposite the mouth of the Bioody Canon,—a 
pass through which tourists from this side 
reach the Yosemite Valley, which is about sixty 
miles distant. ‘The scenery through this canon 
is of the most magnificent description. South 
of the extinct volcanoes are the beds of several 
DEY LAKES, 
the position of whose pebbies, in wave-like cir- 
cles, show the action of the water many, per- 
haps hundreds, of vears ago. A singular series 
ot hot-eprings, called Cosa Diablo, are also en- 
countered. One of these springs, about twenty 
feet square, boils up constantly two feet above 
the surface, and sends up a dense stream of va- 
por. A rude vapor bath has been arranged over 
this spring, with blankets hung on in 
which I indulged.

A SNAKE IN HIS EYE. 


The Most Remarkabie Case of a Merchant 
of Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia Times. 

John J. Andrews, a merchant of this city, was 
sitting blindfolded yesterday in the second-story 
front room of his handsome residence, No. 608 
North Thirteenth street. Mr. Andrews’ shapely 
head was bound up with many linen bandages, 
but, although his eyes were for the time being 
sightiess, be was in a bappler frame of mind 
than he had known for years. He bas been blind 
in the left eye for twenty years or more, and 
during the past two years he has at intervals 
suffered the most intense agony in the eye from 
whicn the light had gone out. Scores ot doctors 
looked at and prescribed for the eye, but with- 
out doing it any good, until on Sunday last an 
eminent surgeon of this city removed from the 
eye a live cysticercts, or embryo tape-worm. 

“When I was a boy,“ he said, I was struck 
in that eye with a baskét and pretty badly hurt. 
That soon got well and I thought no more of it 
for a number of years. When I bad beeomea 
man, however, the eye began to cataract, and 
the sight gradually went out. That was more 
than twenty years ago, in the time of Dr. Me- 
Clellan, who was the great surgeon of his day 
in this city. I went to Dr. McClellan, but he 
told me to let it alone, as the sicht of the other 
éye was unimpaired. Soon after that I removed 
to the West, where we remained about ecigbt- 
eon vears, until about two years ago. I was 
verv fond of hunting, and spent many of my 
leisure hours with my friends in dropping prai- 
rie chickens and quail, and sometimes we fol- 
lowed larger game. 

“TI found that as my left eye went out the 
sight of the right one was grealy improved. Its 
power seemed to be doubled, and 1 could see 
much farther and clearer than any of my asso- 
ciates. I never felt the loss of the sight of my 
left eye. A great many doctors in St. Louis, 
Springfield, and other Western cities looked at 
it, but they all told me to let it persistently 
alone as long as it did not trouble me and the 
sight of the other eye remained good. At that 
time it did not pain me at all, but about two 
years and a half ago it began to give me 
trouble. It began to pain me at times severe- 
ly. ithen went to a surgeon in halamazoo, 
Mich., but after looking at it be told me to let 
it alone until I shouid return to Philadelphia, 
leame back to this city about two years ago, 
and I saw a good many aiiferent doctors. Some 
prescribed one thing aud some another. Ail 
took their fees and none of them dia me any 


505 In the meantime I was getting worse. For 
dars ata time the eye wouid be all right and 
give tne no pain at all, the strongest gaslight or 
sunlight having no effect upon it. Then of a 
sudden the pain would come upon me, and 1 
would suffer indescribable torment. I would 
clasp my hands to my head and get under the 
counter in the store, trying to cet away from 
the light and the pain, but it did me se good; it 
was not the light. Ihen it would leave me as 
suddenly as it came. During these spells | 
could feel something moving in my eve, as 
though a hammer were at work init. I have 
since learned that it was at these times that the 
little fellow was in an active state, and was 
thrusting out bis head from the sack in which he 
lived. 

I finally concluded to go to headquarters, so 
I went to the Wills’ Eye Hospital. ‘he attend- 
ant asked me if 1 was able to pay anything. I 
said yes, I would pay liberallv, aud he told me 
that — * those circumstances they could do 
nothing forme. But 1 was bound to get advice 
from headquarters, if I could, se I waited a few 
days, and then, putting on an old hat and a dif- 
ferent coat, and wrapping up a bundle in a 
pocket hendkerchief, | took it in my hand and 
went to Wills’ Hospital again.

On Sun- 
day morning Dr. Garretson and Dr. McClure 
came, here, and, while I sat in this chair, with 
Dr. McClure on my richt and Dr. Garretson on 
my left, the latter cut into my eye, put in a 
littie hook, drew out that part in which the 
littie thing had made bis bed, and cut it off. 
When they bad dressed the eve, you ought to 
have seen those two doctors there by the win- 
dow with that thing in their hands. ‘They were 
as excited and pleased as I would be if I had dis- 
covered a gold mime. As he held him in his hand, 
Dr. Garretsonfexclaimed: ‘I would give 810 
if he would stick out his bead.’ They had taken 
out the bed in whieh be lived, ana by keeping 
him warm they kept him alive fortwo days, as 
I bave understood. ‘Then, for fear that he 
would die and suddenly decompose, they killed 
him and put him in some hardening Hquid, and 
when he is properly preserved they propose to 
cut him up into sections. 

never felt better in my life,” said Mr. Au- 
drews in conclusion. ‘ The doctor requires me 
to keep the well eyez bandegwed for a iew days 
for fear the light might affect it, but 1 hope to 
have both bandages off in a short time.“ 

Dr. Garretson was aiterwards visited, but he 
politely refused to talk about the case, thinking 
it, as he said, a matter of no interest outside of 
professional circles. Lie said, however, that it 
had been his good fortune, with the assistance 
of Dr. McClure, to remove a live cysticercus 
from Mr. Andrews’ eve, and that soon a {ull 
history of the case would be published in one of 
the medical journals. 

The same eminent oculist who was the first 
physician in this city to examine the “snake” 
in the horse’s eye, reported in the Tes, says 
that Mr. Andrews’ is the first authenticated case 
of cysticercus in the numan eye in this country, 
though he had seen several cases in Germany. 
The accepted theory is that the larve taken into 
tho stomach with food, generally uncooked 
pork, burrow through the intestinal walls and 
reach different parts of the body, but very rare- 
ly the eye. In the eye they do not pass beyond 
the larval state, but if the fellow which got into 
Mr. Andrews’ eye had lodged in the alimentary 
canal he would have become a tape-worm.

What the County Clerk of One of the 
‘Infected Parishes Thinks of It. 


Gathered from Numerous 
Sources.

From Our Own Oorrespondent. 

New Ortxans, La., May 17.—I have seen sey- 
eral persons to-day from the river parishes in- 
fected with what Gov. Wiltz calls the “‘ Emigra- 
tion fever, from Concordia, Tensas, and Madi- 
sop, The most notable of these, though not 
the one from whom I derived most informa- 
tion, was ex-Lieut.-Gov. Pinchback, the negro 
who made such a desperate effort to get into 
the United States Senate, who undoubtedly, 
would have got there but for his color, and 
especially that of his wife and family, and who 
finally compromised by taking a good share of 
the Senatorial pay as an equivalent for 
Senatorial honors. Pinchback was Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in this State during a 
part of Warmoth’s Administration. 
He was elected by the Legistature to succeed 
another negro, Dunne, who died. Those were 
the halcyon days for the negro in politics. 
Pinchback now represents Madison Parish in 
the Constitutional Convention, though there is 
the best evidence that be has kept a continuous 
residence in New Orleans. The way it came 
about was this: Pinchback went up to Madison 
last year with the purposé of looking over the 
ground as a candidate for Congress from that 
Gistrict. He looked over the ground and satis- 
fied himself that it would not be “‘ healthy,” as 
he himself expressed it, for any black man to 


attempt to make the canvass. Fairfax was more 


ambitious than discreet, and his

it amounted to the killing of a dozen or so of 
negroes in each of several parishes, and to his 
being driven out of that region of the country. 
This spring—early in March—Piochback went 


up to Madison again in his capacity as Govern- 
ment Revenue Inspector, and he found the col- 


ored people just ready to move in targe 
masses; hundreds were alfeady collectea on the 
banks of the river. He made some speeches in 
the parish, opposing hasty and indiscriminate 
emigration, and he says be restrained hundreds, 
and perhaps thousands, from going away. His 
appearance was certainly opportune, as it 
secured his election as a member of the Consti- 
tutional Convention from that parish. Pinch- 
back says he regards Madison Parish as bis 
home, intends to buy land there, and go to 
planting if the labor difficulty is settled, and 
that he lives in New Orleans simply because he 
cannot sell bis place and ought not to abandon 
it. He lives in a mansion in the most elegant 
portion of the city. His bouse was built by 
Warmoth when the latter was Governor; the 
grounds are large and claborately beautified, 
and the place cost originally about §60,000, 
though it could not be sold for more than a 
third as muca to-day. Wouldn’t it be regarded 
as

if a negro family owned and occupied such a 
house as Puliman’s, on Prairie avenue, or some 
ane of the handsome residences on Michigan or 
Calumet? 

Vincbback is something of an authority among 
the colored people, notwithstanding he is said 
to have played faust and loose with their inter- 
ests at times. He publishes now, and bas b 
lished for some eight or nine years. the Week'y 
Louisianian, which is devoted to the rights of 
man, by which the political interests of the 
blacks is meant; his paper is now set up and 
printed in his barn, and be says he publishes it 
a loss. Pinchback, like most of the intelligent 
negroes I have met, is persuaded that the South 
is the true home for the blacks, and believes 
that pell-mell emigration will result in great 
hardships and sufferings to those who leave the 
South. At the same time he says that the ne- 
groes will not continue to live ja the northern 
and interior parishes of the a unless there

He declares that there is very little difference 
between the present 8 in many parishes 
and shose of slavery times. He says that

as they were before the War. All this, he con- 
tends, must be chanced, and says that, while he 
and other conservative black men will use their 
influence to keep the negro laborers on the 
piantations this season, and perhaps tii) after 
the next Presidential election, they wilt then try 
to systematize emigration, organize committees, 
look up lands, seck assistance, and go away to 
stay, unless the condition shali be ch inged. He 
is of opinion that only black labor can success- 
fully cultivate alluvial lands, which are the 


‘richest in the State, and that no race but the 


black men can live und work in the hot summer 
suns and malarial atmosphere of the swamp- 
lands; he says be wouldn’t try to do it him- 
self for all the wealth of Crœs us.“ Pinchback 
is inclined, however, to take amore hopeful 
view ior the future. He believes that the Ex- 
odus has been accepted as a warning by the 
white people of the State that they will lose 
their labor unless the biacks shail be better 
treated; that the present Constitutional Con- 
vention will abandon any purpose the extremists 
entertained for the abridgmentof the political 
rights of the blacks; that the new 
Constitution will recognize the requirements 
of the United States constitutional amend- 
ments, and that the responsible and property- 
owning classes wili make more efforts than they 
have done heretofore to suppress bulldozing. 
Nevertheless be thinks thatif Parson Con- 
way, as that gentleman is called hereabouts, 
should charter his steamboats and come down 
the river, the blacks would pow flock to the 
banks by the thousand to escape from the new 
bondage, but doubts whether their condition 
would be improved by leaving in such masses. 
THE COUNTY CLERK OF TENSAS, 

whom I met to-day, is a very intelligent white 
man and carpet-bagger. He formerly lived in 
Lilinois, but has been among these people since 
the War. He has the confidence of the negroes 
and the respect of the native whites. He has no 
trouble with the whites either politically, 
socially, or commercially, except within a few 
wecks or months before and after an election, 
when the families of the native whites begin to 
„ cut” his family, and there isa lack of that 
cordiality that .prevaile at other times of the 
year. He looks upon this philosophically and 
good-naturedly, and seems indalgent to the 
weakness of the native Louisianians in this re- 


There was never any bulldozing in my parish 
till last fall,“ said this gentleman, ‘and there 
wouldn’t have been then if it had not been that 
the white leaders had generally gone North dur- 
ing last summer, and the negroes undertook to 
organize the campaign and monopolize all the 
ocftices for themselves. This disgusted and en- 
raged the whites, and efforts which were at first 
intended simply to induce the negroes to be 
more — grew into actual violence and 
erime.

A VARIETY OF INFORMATION. 


A negro, resident in Concordia Parish, a mer- 
chant and intelligent fellow, tell me that the 
desire to get away has been auieted in his coun- 
ty for the time-being, but that it is only for the 
present season. He is satisfied that the negroes 
im the river parishes have goue to work with a 
determination to be more frugal and economical 
than ever before in orderto save up means to get 
away next winter and spring. He savs that the 
merchants and planters made concessions in order 
to induce the discontented to go back to work, 
which will probably teach the negrocs to make 
new demands next year as a condition of tneir 
remaining. This would take the shape ot an 
annual strike; indeed, the so-called exodus 
would be called a strike inthe North. The only 
difference is, that Northern strikers stay where 
they are, help each other to hold out in their 
demands, and sometimes resort to violence to 
coerce the empluyers; these Southern strikers 
know nothing of the usual methods of a * lock- 
out,” they are not vrepared to resort to vio- 
lence, and they only desire to run away from 
the hardships they have to bear. 

Judge Hough is the District Judge of Con- 
cordia and adjoining parishes. He is a native 
white and yet a Republican,—a specimen not 
often seen. A quiet, conservative old fellow, 
he thinks that the 's ignorance and im- 
provident habits are responsible for most of his 
troubles, though he knows the blacks have been 
abused politically and swindled commercially. 
He thinks their political condition might bave 
been different if their own leaders had been 
more honest and faithfal. The negroes become 
warmly attached to their and their con- 
fidence is not easily disturbed: but these leaders, 
Judge Hough says, are frequently corrupt. It 
was on this account that the State, and many of 
the parishes and towns, were steeped in debt 

UNDER REPUBLICAN ADMINISTRATION; 
the negro leaders were bribed, the Democrats 
were largety the bribers and beneficiaries, und 
the extravagance and corruption are now 
charged upou the Republican party of the State. 

I have not yet talked with a Republican about 
these race troubles+-whether he was a carpet- 

er, a negro, or a native white—who did not 
indicate, either by furtive look, guarded er- 
pression, or actual admission, that he felt some 
apprehension about speaking bis sentiments. I 
do not mean to intimate by this that there is 
any general fear of personal among 
these people; but the Republicans know that 
the Democrats can make it vr ancomfortable 
for anybody they may select for social or busi- 
ness ostracism. 

Capt. O'Neal, who commands the steamer 
Howard, bruught back fifty refugees from St. 
Louis. They bad been to Kansas, and a mer- 
chant and planter of Tensas went up there in 
search of labor and paid the fares of thirty of 
them. This indicates that their labor is needed, 
and also that a good many are willing to come 
back. Capt. O'Neal said there was a good deal 
of sickness among them, which undoubtedly 
came from exposure in an unaccustomed eli- 
mate. He denies that the regular steamers 
have refused to take the refugees north. 
The peopie generally are ignorant of the 
fact that United States law Um- 
its the number of deck-passengers that 
each boat may carry. The Howard, though one 
of the largest steamers on the river, is limited 
to fifty deck-passengers, and generally has that 
many when she leaves New Orleans. Capt. 
O'Neal said he could carry

if permitted to do so, and would be glad to take 
them away at that rate; he thinks their absence 
would be betterthan their presence for the 
Southern country, th they (the n 8) 
would not fare so well where, T of 
course, is merety an individual opinion, and the 
Captain may be mistaken about it. He saw very 
few refugees on the river banks as he came 
down, and thinks most of the field-hands have 
gone back to work. Per contra, I hear that the 
excitement is now extending into the interior 
parishes, and that the negroes only refrain from 
flocking to the river banks because they have 
not even money enough to pay a passage North. 
It seems that some of the boats took on 
and carried them as far as their money 


‘would pay for, and then landed them; al 


that the steamboat Captains were

Lixcolx, Neb., May 17.—Ten years ago the 


only public conveyance irom the Missouri River 
to Lincoln was the stage, and I well remember 


my first trip. We left Plattsmouth at sun- |. 


down, and did not reach the end of our journey 
until sunrise: a weary night it was. It having 
rained hard previous to starting, we found the 
roads heavy, and in many places our party were 
obliged to get out and walk, The prospect that 
opened up before us as we neared Lincoln was 
one of the most picturesque I bave ever seen. 
The sun was just rising; the y@dure was fresh, 
and of a most beautiful shade of green, owing 
to the late rains. ‘The country was undulating, 
and was much like the appearence of the mighty 
ocean as it heaves and swells after a storm. 
The city then contained but a handful of 
houses; to-day it is well built, with many hand- 
some stores and private residences. A stone 
post-office building is erected in the centre.of 
the town uvon a block of ground. Here are 
the State buildings: the Capitol, University, 
Insane and Deaf and Dumb Asylums, the Peni- 
tentiary, et. The population is nearly 12,000. 

Ten years ago the Union Pacific Railroad was 
not completed and no other roads were begun, 
althoneh some were talked about. Now Ne- 
braska bas about 2,500 miles of railroads,—the 
old ones extending and new ones projected,— 
and this city, like Indianapolis, Ind., is the 
centre of a network of roads extending in every 
direction, and is rapidly growing into an inland 
city of consiflerable importance. 

The Burlington & Missouri River Railroad in 
Nebraska has done much toward the settlement of 
the southern portion of the State. In 1871 this 
road commenced building from Lincoln, throagh 
Lancaster, Saline, Fillmore, Clay, Adams, and 
Kearney; and in the spring of 1872 the line was 
completed to Kearney Junction, a station on 
the Union Pacific Railroad. At this time there 
were few, if any, people living in those coun- 
ties, At Crete there was a small settlement; 
and a few enterprising homesteaders had taken 
claims near the streams and built themselves 
sod houses. To-day there are prosperous towns 
all along the line, every eight or ten miles; and, 
in traveling over the road, one can hardly be- 
lieve that this is far-Westcro Nebraska; it seems 
more like our own Illinois. 

The Land Department of this railroad began 
selling lands in the spring of 1870, and since 
that time has sold to 16,000 persons, which, with

Our corn market would seem to be ee 
low, judging by the fact that seaboard shippers 
are able to pay more for corn in the country 
than it can be sold for in Chicago with freights 
equal. The speculative depression is greatest 
for next month, the holders appearing to be 
anxioug thus early to get ready for June deliv- 
eries. 

The leading produce markets were rather tame 
yesterday, the aggregate of business being con- 
siderably below the average. Wheat averaged 
higher, and was very steady in the latter part of 
the session with light offerings and not much 
demand. Corn was in fair request for shipment, 
and firm on the longer futures, but rather weak 
for June delivery. Oats were better, rye steady, 
and barley dull. Provisions were easier, though 
hogs were quoted a shade firmer; operators 
seemed to fear a larger production by country 
packers. 

Lake freights were quiet and tame. Carriers 
named Me as the rate on corn to Buffalo, but 

some shippers intimated that they could obtain 
room as desired at 2}¢c, and one vessel was put 
in at that rate. On through rate by sail and 
canal 7}¢¢ was paid, and 12c per 100 ibs was bid 
for through by steam, which was perbaps a proof 
that. rail carriers were not accepting 10c, as 
alleged by some. It was understood that about 
1,500 cars were taken, the named rate being 
Ie, which is equal to 7i¢c per bu on wheat, 
This rate is so low that it is no wonder water 
freights rule dull by comparison. Ocean freights 
are also at the lowest point known in many 
years, Meats were contracted through to Liv- 
erpool yesterday by rail and steamer at 34c per 
100 lbs; making the cost on quay at Liverpool 
about 5c per lb for short ribs. 

There was a good seasonable demand for 
domestic and foreign dry-goods, and the mar- 
ket was strong all around, with cottons still ad- 
vancing. Groceries were active. Orders are 
pouring in from all directions, and the daily 
sales reach an imposing aggregate. Sugars, 
rice, and teas continue strong; other lines 
steady. In the butter market there was a fair 
degree of activity, and for anything grading 
above medium the market was decidedly firm, 
though the receipts are now on the increase, 
and it may well be doubted whether present 
prices can be maintained much longer. Cheese 
was quoted as beford. In the dried-fruit mar- 
ket there were no changes. Fish were in fair 
demand, with some kinds easier. Family white- 
fish, trout, family mackerel, and bank codfish 
were quoted lower. Oils, paints, and colors 
were quoted unchanged. Tobacco was more 
quiet, but was firmly supported, jobbers still 
being behind with their orders. Bagging was 
quoted fairly active and strong. 

The lumber market was unchanged, the yard 
dealers reporting a fair trade at the ruling fig- 
ures, while the dock offerings were too smail to 
permit any activity. Green lumber is quoted 
easy, but dealers seem to think it is about as 
low as it will be for a while, especially if the re- 
ceipts do not soon materially increase. Manu- 
facturers on the other side of the lake say there 
is no money in shipping stuff to be sold at pres- 
ent prices, and some of them are piling 
the product, while others have not done 
much sawing yet. The sales of hardware were 
reported to be fair, and no material alteration 
in prices Of the principal staples was announced 
except in tin plates. Wool wasquiet and steady. 
Hides, hay, and broom corn were steady. Hay 
was higher under a good shipping demand with 
light offerings. The seed market was inactive. 
Green fruits were steady, berries being a little 
firmer.

When witness 
went to work ou the building itself last sum- 
mer, he helped on the “patching” ard ‘“‘fix- 
ing. 

To Mr. Hoyne, witness said Reed left for Cin- 
cipnati in the summer of 1877. 

MR. SWETT NOW RECALLED MR. HILL, 
who had come in, and asked him about that 
conversation between Mullett and Mueller. It 
was on the subject of the terms of the contract, 
said Mr. Hill, and Mueller strenuously insisted 
on being allowed for the whole inch. Mullett 
demurred, but finally agreed that be would give 
him a half-inch, as an inch was wholly out of 
the question in sandstone. 

Mr. Campbell had no auestions for Mr. Hill, 
and that gentleman hurriedly bade te various 
defendants good-by, rushed out of Fourt, and 
made bis way to his hotel, in order to make his 
preparations for leaving the city on the 5 o’ciock 
train. 

CHARLES H. PROCTOR, 
employed as a foreman from April, 1874, to the 
time the job was finished, testified, in reply to 
Mr. Swett, that Big Square began to be used 
to designate lrussing about eighteen months 
before the job closed. Prussing'came in all di- 
rections, and the call ot Big Square” brought 
the men down to theirwork. The timekeepers 
knew all about it—had called out BI 
uare” himself. McQueeney had call 

out “Big Square” and “Cneese it.” Some- 
times the  timekeepers, before giving 
a signal, would be busy in the office, and some- 
times they wouldn't, but, to mage believe that 
they had been working, they would take out a 
book, or something, in their hands. McQueeney 
was instrumental in forming the “relief watch” 
in 1877, but it lasted only a couple of months. 
As a general thing, however, the men did a fair 
day’s work until shortly before the close of the 
job. Having used Buena Vista stone in private 

uildings, he considered that in the Custom- 
House equally as good. Some patching was 
necessary in every building, particulariy when 
the material was sandstone. He had patched 
the Chamber of Commerce and the state Sav- 
ings Institution. In fine, there wasn’t a better 
building than the new Custom-House this side 
of the Alleghenies. The cutting on the stone 
was infinitely superior to anything he had ever 


seen. 

Mr. Campbell called the witness’ attention to 
the mat ter of time iu cutting, and drew out the 
admission that it did take considerable time on 
certain parts of the work, but no extravagant 
time, considering the way it was cut. Just now 
much patching there was in the building alto- 
gether he couldn't say. He knew stone was 
patched at Twelfth street, but what was done 
in the — line at the building he couldn't 
say. He bad worked stone from this same 
quarry in Cincinnati. 

To Mr. Swett the witness said that the stone 
in the builaing here was just as good as any in 
Cincinnati. N 


JAMES LEGG, 

a carver, was called by Mr. MeCagg and testi 
ned that he had been foreman of the workmen 
on the British Fore Office.

CuIcaGo, May 20.—I notice in your issue of 
to-day an article with the above caption, signed 
“Unknown,” complaining about the 5-cent 
rates on the South Side, while on the North and 
West Sides twenty-five rides are sold for 81. I 
once wrestled with the same problem, and, see 
ing no reason why the fare should not be the 
same, went to the office of the Railway Com- 
pany, when I found the rate was really less. The 
most of the lines on the West and North Sides 
are three miles in length, and the rate four cents 
per ride, or one and one-third cents per mile, 
while on the South Side the routes are 
four and three-quarters and five miles, and 
the rate Ze, or about one cent per mile, or 
pearly one-third of a cent per mile less than in 
the other divisions. I also learned that tickets 
can be had in any amount at the Company's 
office.

Sensible Suggestions.

Cold, May 18.—An accident occurred at 
Clark street bridge last night of which | was an 
eye-witness. The bridge being opened for the 
passage of a steamboat, a man, facing south, 
not perceiving its being open, stepped off into 
the river. A few minutcs after the steamboat 
came opposite, stopped when. shouted to, and 
reached him a pole. Before he could grasp it 
he went under, but roseinan instant, grasped 
it, and was brought close to the vessel, which 
then kept slowly moving towards the piles at 
the west side of the bridge, so that he was in 
danger of being crushed between them and a 
wooden fendoff which was at his other side; and 
I fancied he was burt, for just as he seemed to 
me to touch the piles he moaned several times. 
The vessel then stopped and moved out from 
the piles, twoor three men got down her side to 
the water, and one of them with a rope got bold 
ofhim. We then shouted to them to baul him 
on board as soon as they could; but no, there 
were about five leaning over tlie rail, and, I sup- 
posé, having hold of the rope, and three or four 
more from that to the water’s edge, yet there 
he lay in the water for at least ten minutes, till 
a boat came up and took him out of the water. 

The steamboat Vue out, and on inquiry 
some one on board shouted that the man appear- 
ed to be dead; and no wonder. Had be been 
hoisted on deck in time he was safe. He had 
presence of mind and strength sufficient to 

rasp the pole when told so, and was not more 
than five minutes in the water till then. He 
must have struggied hard, for he had moved 
from opposite the east footpath to opposite the 


west. 

I could not help thinking and so remarking 
to the bystanders, how it would fare with a man 
overboard in the lake witha fresh breeze. He'd 
stand no chance whatever with the crew of that 
steamboat, when in glassy water and stationary, 
with gaslicht gleaming around them, they 
would not hoist a man from the water to the 


And here let me suggest the necessity of 
some barrier—a chain or bar—across the ends of 
those bridges when open at hi-time, and if 
a gaslight was fixed high at the extremity it 
would also help to point out the danger. it 
not a matter of wonder that at feast one life- 
belt is not placed at each extremity, where in 
case of accident any one could lay hands on it 
and fling it to the drowning person. If this 
were 60, it would prove of gréat assistgnce in 
saving life.

The Last Iowa Meteor. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 


CuicaGco, May 19.—I baye just examined the 


specimen of meteorite fallen the 10th inst. at 
Estherville, Emmet County, Ia., und sent to 
you by Mr. 8. E. Bemis. 

It ie a genuine meteoric iron, and belongs to a 
rather rare type, that of vcellwlous iron. The 
whole fragment is made essentially of malleable 
metai full of cavities or cells of different size. 
A few of them are empty; most are full of a 
glassy, yellow mineral known in mineralogy 
under the name of chryso/ite, and composed 
chiefly of magnesia, oxyde of iron. and silica; 
there is also a little of a whitish, stony matter, 
which is another combination of silica with dif- 
ferent bases, which circulate through the heav- 
enly spaces until they come within the grasp— 
no,! mean the range of attraction—of our globe, 
which draws them to itself and makes them a 
part of its own mass. 

I said above that this last Iowa meteorite be- 
longs to a rather rare type, indeed, the masses 
thus composed of metal with cavities filled with 
chrysolite are few; the best known is that dis- 
covered is Siberia by the naturalist Pallas, at 
the end of the last century; its weight was over 
1,530 pounds. 

Other meteorites are solid iron, with little 

stony matter, ifany. Again others are made 
mostly of stone in which are imbedded numer- 
ous little grains ot metal. A very very remark- 
able variety fell at 4 Nr. (France) in 1864; it 
was light, porous, black throughout, contained 
little iron, but much water, and several other 
volatile principles. I cannot decide without 
analysis whether it is a feldspar or a member of 
the pyroxene family. 
In some places there are little patches of 
a bright yellowish or rather bronze-iike sub- 
stance, composed of sulphur and iron; that 
mineral is called troi/ite, and is almost identical 
with the magnetio pyrites (pyrrbotine) found in 
several mines. 

One may see, also, some bright spots, more 
silver like, or lamina, running through the 
iron. I judge them to be Schreibersite, or iron 
combined with phosphorus. Recent — 
tions have shown that meteorie iron generally 
contains several times its volume of gases con- 
densed within its pores; those gases are car- 
bonic acid, carbon protoxyde, hydrogen, and, I 
believe, sometimes nitrogen. It would be in- 
teresting to study the Estherville one in that re- 
spect. Since you have been asked for some in- 
formation about. the origin of those bodies, I 
will add a few lines on that subject. 

The fact of the fall of meteorites or aerolites 
being well established,the question was, Whence 
do they come from? It was thourut at first, 
and belicved by many,that they are found m the 
upper part of our atmosphere; that 
hypothesis is now entirely abandon- 
ed. An eminent French astronomer, La- 
place, supposed that they were thrown off 
by volcanoes in thé moon; at that time it was 
believed that our satellite has stili active vol- 
canoes, and that belief was founded on some 
imperfectly studied appearances of ite surfaces; 
it is known now that they are simply luminous 
contrasts, due to the asperities of the surface. 

The moderu theory is that meteorites are frag- 
ments of other worlds than ours, which shows 
that meteorites are not necessarily very hot 
when they reach the ground. 

We cannot learn all about our globe from the 
mere survey of one of its countries; 80 it is with 
those exploded worlds: a single fragment is not 
enough for a complete knowledge of a given 
meteor. In the interest of science, I will then 
ask through your columns those persons having 
svecimens of the Estherville iron that can con- 
veniently be sent by express, to be so kind as to 
lend them to me for examimation; they will be 
faithfully returned, if any one is liberal enough 
to give away one or two for chemical analysis. 
I hope to be able to solve one or two points ob- 
scure yet.

Curb—A Diseased Horse The Dose of Car- 
bolic Acid for Hogs. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
CH AO, May 17.—The following comes from

Verertnanran: I have a horse that has what is. 


called curb. What will cure it? Please answer in 
Tux Tripuneg, and oblige a SUBSCRIBER. 
Answer.—Curb may be defined as a swelling 


of the posterior ligaments at the lower part of 
the hock-joint, and presents itself as an eleva- 


tion situated al the lower end of the calcaneus 


bone, which causes the usually straight line of 
the border of the lower part of the 
hind leg, from the tip of the hock to the fet- 
lock, to be interrupted by producing a curve, or 
making it convex. 

Like many another disease or ailment, a curb 
owes its existence to a combination of causes, — 
that is, to a co-operation of certain predisposing 
and exciting causes. The former, the predispos- 
ing causes, consist in too much angle or curve 
in the hock-joint, a long calcaneus, and a long 
shank, and a weak and narrow formation in gen- 
eral. At any rate, such a condition seems to be 
necessary to produce a curb, because the latter 
never makes its appearance unless the horse has

that is able to cause an overburdening 
straining of the posterior ligaments, especially 
if the just-mentioned conditions are existing. 

At the beginning a curb is usually attended 
with pain, and consequently with more or less 
lameness, which disappears afterwards. 

The treatment may bé divided into two parts, 
—consisting in removing the causes as much as 
possible, and in reducing the inflammation and 
promoting the absorption of the exudation by 
an application of suitable medicines. The pre- 
disposing cause, or the defective formation of 
the tarsus, or hock-joint, cannot be removed; 
but the latter will somewhat improve in the 
coarse of time, and will become less defective 
when the animal is getting older and his muscles 
and tendons firmer and stronger, because then 
the curve, or crookedness, of the hock-joint will 
disappear to the same extent to which the hind- 
knee, or stifle-joint, wal be raised, or drawn 
upward, by the increased strength and firmness 
of the muscles. The ligaments, too, will be 
able to sustain more weight in the same ratio in 
which their fibres have become firmer. Hence, 
curb isa comparatively rare occurrence iu old 
horses. 

As to the exciting causes, everyt that has 
a tendency to throw special weight or increased 
concussion upon the posterior part of the hock- 
joint, and, therefore, upon the bosterior liga- 
ments,—for instance, galloping under the sad- 
dic, leaping, drawing heavy loads either up hill 
or on a muddy road or loose ground, etc,—must 
be avoided. The animal must have comparative 
rest, or only gentle exercise. If ail this is com- 

ied with, a proper medicinal treatment sel- 

om fails in affecting not only a reduction of 
the swelling, but alsoa removal of the curb. 
Repeated applications (once every three or four 
days) of an ointment ed of biniodide of 
mercury and lard (1:24), to be rubbed in thor- 
oughly by hand, at each application, on the 
swelled part of the hock, are usually effective in 
reducing the inflammation and in promoting the 
absorption of the exudation; but, if the evil is 
of long standing, its perfect removal will re- 
quire some time,—several weeks. 

In a case of recent origin,—a day or two old. 
perfect rest and acontinued application,of cold 
water will be sufficient. Oases of very long 
standing (a vear or more) are frequently very 
obstinate, or admit only of improvement,—es- 
pecially if the periosteum, or membrane which 
coats the bone, has become affected,—and do 
not yield to treatment.

Answer.—Your mare is undoubtedly diseased, 
but your description does not enable me to 
diagnose the case, and so I cannot give you any 
advice, except to subject the animal to a thor- 
ough examination, and to report again. 

CARBOLIC ACID FOR Hogs, 


If you wish to use carbolic acid as a disinfect- 
ing preventive against swine-plague, you may 
give twice a day about ten crops of the pure 
acid (containing just enough alcohol, or glycer- 
ine, to keep it fluid) to each animal weighing 
(live weight) about 150 pounds, and a propor- 
tionate dose to others of less or of more weight.

lic acid pos- 
sesses no conspicuous merits, except, perhaps, in 
so far as it may neutralize or destroy such dis- 
ease-cermms as may happen to be introduced from 
outside after the disease has developed.
